Claims 1-6 are pending. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, and 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
are withdrawn in view of amendments to the claims and applicant's arguments. 

Claims 1 -6 remain rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 of US 6,245,502. The 
rejection is maintained for the reasons of record. 

It is noted that applicant plans to submit a Terminal Disclaimer over US 
6,245,502 as soon as allowable subject matter is identified. 

Claims 1-6 would be allowable if Terminal Disclaimer over US 6,245,502 is 
submitted to overcome double-patenting rejection.
